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T-shirts pay for 
Fourth activities; 
funds needed

It is not common knowledge that the Sierra 
Madre Fourth of July Committee is responsible for 
paying for all the Fourth of July festivities. The fact 
is, the Fourth of July Parade and post-parade activi¬ 
ties in Memorial Park on July 4 are paid for solely 
by the Fourth of July Committee. 

That committee is a volunteer group that plans, 
organizes and pays for the entire parade and post¬ 
parade entertainment in Memorial Park on the Fourth. 
Only in Sierra Madre could we organize this event 
without relying on “big corporate bucks” or an over¬ 
commercialized parade. It takes hard work, lots of 
volunteer hours - and money. 

What does it cost? Plenty. The biggest expenses 
are the “porta-potties” (over $1000) and the enter¬ 
tainment after the parade (another $10(X)). Add in 
other expenses such as artwork and printing for the

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Sierra Madrean shaken 


“Senseless, random violence” was the descrip¬ 
tion James Hester gave concerning an experience he 
had last Thursday afternoon in Alhambra. 

The Sierra Madre attorney escaped with his life 
even though he thought at one time that he would 
certainly die in the robbery. He said he thought, “My 
God, this is it,” when four gunmen burst into law of¬ 
fices where Hester was taking a deposition Thursday, 
waving guns and speaking Vietnamese. 

The deposition on a worker’s compensation case 
had just started when the court reporter looked up 
and said, “My God, something terrible is happen¬ 
ing.” 

The gunmen grabbed Hester, knocked him to the 
ground, tied him up and gagged him. Then they tied 
up everyone else, 10 of them in all, in the office. 

“They robbed us; took alt our money. I had $2 
in my wallet. They took my class ring. University of 
California, 1967, and started to take my watch but I 
guess they thought a Seiko was not worth it. They left 
the credit cards. They took money, jewelry, watches 
from everyone else and left,” Hester said Monday, 
still shaken from the experience. 

He continued, “Police couldn’t figure out why 


they had chosen this particular law office because 
there is never money in those offices. 

It was apparently a Vietnamese gang, because, 
according to people in the office, “they were speaking 
Vietnamese.” 

They were dressed in regular street clothes, three 
of them in suits, Hester said. He added that they were 
“youngish, in their 20s.” 

About half of the secretaries and office help are 
Asians in the law office since it is in Alhambra, he 
said. 

When does he plan to complete the deposition? 
He doesn’t. “I didn’t feel that 1 could be an aggressive 
attorney representing a client against someone with 
whom 1 went through this experience. I told them it 
would be best if they get another attorney to work on 
the file,” he explained. 

Hester, who is a Planning Commissioner (he 
missed Thursday’s meeting because he was still so 
shaken), is a specialist in defending the employers in 
worker’s compensation cases. Offices of Laughlin, 
Falbo, Levy and Moresi are located locally in Arcadia 
and Long Beach. Hester and Sassano merged with

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Espinoza convicted on all 
counts in attempted murder 


Reuben Espinoza was convicted Monday on all 
counts in a first degree attempted murder in the stab¬ 
bing of John Gangi, Aug. 7, 1991, at 2:04 a.m. at the 
laundromat at 370 W. Sierra Madre Blvd., Sierra 
Madre. 

Pasadena, handed down the decision against Espinoza 
Monday on the following counts: attempted first 
degree murder with special allegations; premeditation 
which carries a life sentence; use of a knife that could 
carry an additional year; “with great bodily injury” 
could carry another three years. 

Espinoza was also convicted of acting with intent. 

He was found guilty of second degree robbery 
with special allegations, the use of a knife and great 


bodily injury. 

Sentencing, according to Sierra Madre Police 
Agent John Cordischi, investigator in court, is sched¬ 
uled for June 30. 

Espinoza was convicted of stabbing John Gangi 
of Upper Hastings Ranch in the laundromat in Sierra 
Madre while the latter was doing his washing in the 
early hours of Aug. 7, 1991. The suspect used a knife 
“ 10 to 12 inches long,” according to Cordischi, and 
stabbed the victim repeatedly, one time in an artery. 

Cordischi said that a doctor from Methodist 
Hospital in Arcadia, where the victim was taken.

Carrot Top revisited...

This is a continuation of a series by Robert

I do not know how the city fared during the 
war, but I imagine that, like most people, the 
citizens were employed in the shipyards and other 
phases of the war effort; at least it seems that as 
the city came through with flying colors. 

Further, I know very little about the Sierra 
Madre Search and Rescue Team, other than it 
was founded in the 1950s and was taken over 
under the jurisdiction of the Los Angeles Sheriff’s 
Department in the early ’70s. It is today operat¬ 
ing under their jurisdiction. 

The city of Sierra Madre had owned and 
operated its own water system since 1907. The 
system now includes five wells and three reservoirs, 
and at the present time pumps about 2000 acre 
feet of water to its residents per year. The city 


has an agreement with Arcadia to buy or sell 
water as it is needed. The Water Department 
operates under the supervision of the City En¬ 
gineer and the Public Works Department. The 
department is self sustaining; financially it re¬ 
ceives its revenue from the city population via 
water meter readings. There are over 4444 homes 
in the city with approximately 3780 meters. The 
water is termed as excellent quality, which is 
naturally fluorinated. 

Sierra Madre residents voted to join the San 
Gabriel Valley Municipal District. The reason 
for joining the district was for future water sup¬ 
plies. The cities of Azusa, Monterey Park, 
Alhambra and Sierra Madre compose the district. 
As of this date. Sierra Madre has not drawn one 
drop of water from the district, but has paid 
in thousands of dollars for its operation.

In other words, our little fiscal crisis calls for 
some innovative ideas. Actually, I see this prob¬ 
lem as a solution of sorts...a “jolt” to break a 
form of bureaucratic inertia. 

We are not alone in this. Communities 
are feeling the crunch throughout the county. I 


saw news coverage of a funeral of sorts. A num¬ 
ber of police officials were attending a service 
at a cemetery to mourn the loss of protection to 
future victims because of police budget cuts. 
This “crisis” has a much less serious effect in 
Sierra Madre because we have a volunteer fire 
department, and we have a spirited volunteer 
base in our city. That doesn’t mean we can’t do 
more. 

Perhaps it is time to evaluate particular 
municipal jobs to determine if, in today’s climate, 
they are logical, cost-effective positions. Can 
specific functions be put out on contract? Can 
volunteers fill non-critical functions? Can volun¬ 
teers augment existing positions? 

We’ve got a new mayor - Gary Adams. He’s 
got a lot of savvy, and he’s coming into the 
Mayor’s spot at a tough time. But those of you 
who know him, also know that he’s something 
to reckon with. It wouldn’t hurt a bit to let him 
know that you support him, and that you also 
have the future well-being of our city in mind. 
These are not easy times, and it helps to know 
we have a professional at the helm.

Talking the other day about miracles of mod¬ 
ern medicine and surgery, and it reminded me 
of the first miracle drugs, like polio vaccine or 
unbelievable curative medicines like penicillin 
and the sulfa drugs. The curative powers were 

almost unbelievable - and not without humor. 

I remember going out to John Phipps’ place 
one spring evening with the newly-graduated 
veterinarian to treat a fine Shorthorn dairy 
cow which had an uncommonly severe case of 
common foot rot in her right hind lower leg. 
She was down, as the saying goes. Of course, 
she was his best cow, normally filling a 12-quart 
pail, morning and night, but now, she had about 
dried up. 

Nothing had worked - applications of kero¬ 
sene, turpentine, gentian violet, homemade lye 
soap, linament. 

She was lying down, hardly able to move, 
with ail the symptoms of body-wide infection, 
as confirmed by the thermometer.

The bottle drained, Doc removed the needle 
and put the paraphernalia in his kit, and started 
to make out the bill - treatment and mileage.

All you did was 
shoot something in her neck. Probably killed 
her. 1 ain’t payin’ till I see how this comes out!”

Like Doc said, old Mabel was sure enough 
fine in a couple days, and John came in and paid 
the bill.

State will raid Sierra Madre budget 


rhc big “B” for ‘‘budget” was the news for Sierra 
Madre City Council Tuesday evening with a video pre 
sented that hit the highlights. 

As we have been told earlier, the state will prob¬ 
ably withhold up to $660,(KK) from Sierra Madre out 
of the approximately $4.3 million general fund bud¬ 
get which provides police, library and fire services, 
public works, youth and adult recreation and leisure 
services, engineering and planning services, and ad¬ 
ministrative and financial services to the village. 

Mayor Gary Adams indicated that at this point 
we don’t know how much the state will be taking in 
lieu vehicle tax and property taxes. “We are reason¬ 
ably certain the state will take money for services. We 
will either have to reduce services or find more money,” 
he stated. 

At an earlier budget meeting. Mayor Pro Tern 
Clem Bartolai said the budget was “mean and lean.” 

Revenues include $2,290,530 for charges for ser¬ 
vices, $1,777,522 in property taxes, $850,264 in other 
agencies, $586,000 in other taxes, $386,375 in other 
revenue, $229,036 in use of money, $186,500 in fines 
and forfeitures, and $93,110 in licenses and permits. 

Expenditures for 1992-93 include $3,470,167 in 
community development, $1,609,365 in public safety 
(police and fire departments), public works (street, 
park maintenance, sewer, municipal facilities, to 
name a few), $1,076,047 in water service, $668,854 
in general government, $386,269 in library services, 
and $368,267 in recreation and leisure.

The camps are run by 
counselors who teach the 
youth how to get along 
with people, who assist 
the children in building 
their self-esteem and in 
personal hygiene.

Father Carillo calls 
^place of miracles* 


Father Carillo 


Father Arthur Carillo, 
C.P. of Mater Dolorosa 
Retreat Center in Sierra 
Madre, described Lourdes, 
France as “a place of 
prayer, a place of miracles,” 
while describing a trip 
sometime ago when he and 
nine other caregivers took 
35 residents of the Noah 
Homes to that place in 
France. 

Lourdes, of course, is 
the famous place where 
health miracles are possible 
to those who believe. 

Noah Homes is a home 
for developmentally dis¬ 
abled adults and 35 of the 
39 residents were able to 
make the trip for a week. 
Father Carillo said. Four 
were dependent on wheel¬ 
chairs. Ten care providers, 
including Father Carillo, 
went with the group. 

“I have never traveled 
so effortlessly,” Carillo 


said of the experience. 

The basic message, he 
explained, was “Miracles, 
special signs of God’s 
love, sometimes physical, 
often joys, often return¬ 
ing to the belief in god 
or a way we see ourselves.” 

After the daily visit to 
Lourdes, which, he ex¬ 
plained was difficult be¬ 
cause of the winding streets 
and high curbs, the group 
would explore their reac¬ 
tions through conversa¬ 
tion. They had prayer 
partners and looked into 
the values, asking if there 
had been any mini-miracles, 
not particularly physically. 

Father Carillo will be a 
host this Sunday at the 
Mater Dolorosa Fiesta, 
located at 700 N. Sunny- 
side Ave., Sierra Madre, 
which starts at 11 a.m. 

He first came to the 
Mater Dolorosa Family 
Fiesta as a young boy in 


Resurrection grade school 
in the’50s. “By the time 
our Fiesta was in its teens, 
I had entered the Passion- 
ist Seminary in Warren- 
ton, Mo. so I missed out 
on quite a few Fiestas. I 
was ordained a Passion- 
ist priest in 1970, and two 
years later I was assigned 
to Mater Dolorosa...From 
the start, the Family Fiesta 
has been a project of the 
retreatants...With the 
growth of the retreat 
movement in the ’40s and 
the need for a retreat 
facility, the Fiesta helped 
compensate for the policy 
of accepting donations. 
Retreatants Carl and 
Margaret Karcher’s help 
in fund-raising led to the 
new wing to the Retreat 
Center, the Father Isidore 
O’Reilly Wing, dedicated 
in 1985.” 

The Retreat Center is 
now open to women, also.

Barney last week was 
speaking about the im¬ 
portance of the Christian 
to build bridges in his re¬ 
lationships.

It was this unreserved 
display of love that provided 
the mucilage that held the 
crowd in awe of Jesus. As 
Pastor Barney put it, “Jesus 
was a model for all about 
Him. He was ‘hi touch, 
not ‘hi tech’.’’ That was 
the key; He built a bridge 
based on love and this al¬ 
lowed all who heard to cross 
that bridge into the arms 
of their Lord and Savior.

Who is Jesus? Accord¬ 
ing to God’s Word, Jesus 
is the only begotten Son 
of God, who has become 
a son of man, that the 
sons of men might also be¬ 
come sons of God.

T/ie following is one of 
a series of excerpts taken 
from "The Promise of 
World Peace," a state¬ 
ment made by the Univer¬ 
sal House of Justice, in¬ 
ternational governing body 
of the Bahai’ Faith, to the 
peoples of the world.

Shoghi 
Effendi commented on his 
meaning: “What else could 
these weighty words signi¬ 
fy,’’ he wrote, “if they did 
not point to the inevitable 
curtailment of unfettered 
national sovereignty as an 
indespensable preliminary 
to the formation of the 
future Commonwealth of 
all the nations of the world? 
Some form of a world super¬ 
state must be evolved, in

Nearly one year ago to¬ 
day, our church Parish 
House was severely dam¬ 
aged in the Sierra Madre 
Earthquake. At first it 
looked as though repairs 
would be possible. But 
when the full scope of the 
work was finally estimated, 
it became clear that de¬ 
molishing the old build¬ 
ing and building a new 
structure in its place would 
represent a better steward¬ 
ship of resources. 

The Parish House is the 
former Topping residence. 
In 1953 it was purchased 
along with an estate of 
roughly IVi acres. It 
served as the first sanctuary 
for the Church of Our 
Redeemer, Methodist as 
well as the minister’s res¬ 
idence. Charter members 
of the church can remem¬ 
ber Sundays when the 
aroma of fired bacon 
permeated the hall! 

The building now houses 
the offices of the Pasa¬ 
dena District of the United 
Methodist Church, along 
with the office of Com¬ 
munity Support Services, 


numerous Recovery Groups 
and the rummage sale 
preparations of the United 
Methodist Women.

leslilled that within a half hour from the stabbing the 
victim would have expired. The full volume of his 
blood was replaced at the hospital, the doctor said. 

It was by a fluke that the victim was discovered. 
He can attribute saving his life to Sgt. Jerry Skinner 
of the Sierra Madre Police. Skinner saw an auto go 
through a stop sign in an attempt to get to a hospital 
and stopped the victim. When the Sierra Madre po¬ 
liceman saw the extent of Gangi’s injuries, he called 
the EMTs who rushed the victim to the hospital. 

“It was good evidence and positive identification. 
T here was good help from the Los Angeles County 
Crime Lab that identified shoe prints worn by Espi¬ 
noza in the blood on the floor of the laundromat. It 
is nice to be able to wrap up a major case like that. 
The district attorney’s staff and the crime lab did a 
lot of work,”Cordischi said Monday, following five 
days in court. 

Espinoza was caught five days following the in¬ 
cident.

1984 - the chamber, in 
the person of Frank Van 
Dongen, continued to or¬ 
ganize the parade and the 
parties until the govern¬ 
mental insurance crisis 
erupted in late 1986 or ear¬ 
ly 1987. At that time, fears 
of liability caused the cham¬ 
ber to drop the celebration, 
and once again a private 
citizen, Jeannette O. Grif¬ 
fith, stepped in. 

She formed another citi¬ 


zen volunteer committee 
and, working with the city 
of Sierra Madre, found a 
solution to the insurance 
problem and created the 
basis for the committee of 
private citizens that vol¬ 
unteers many, many hours 
each year to provide this 
city and its residents with 
the old-time Fourth of July 
celebration we have counted 
on enjoying and have 
bragged about for years. 

That is the nutshell his¬ 
tory of our Fourth of July 
celebration as 1 remember 
it for the last 11 years. It 
has become a very impor¬ 
tant part of this communi¬ 
ty, but not without a price. 

We live in a litigious 
society that requires us, 
more and more, to be care¬ 
ful beyond normal pru¬ 
dence.

In defense of 
committee’s decision

1 would like to ask these

Andrews Packing House for nominating city officials. 
There were 65 citizens present, out of which 42 were 
registered voters. The city was then divided into quar¬ 
ters: Central Ave. (now Sierra Madre Blvd.), east and 
west; and Auburn/Hermosa, north and south. Each 
quarter elected its own spokesman to represent them 
at the meeting. 

At that time, Greer Caskey was placed in the 
field as Acting Marshal and Tax Collector until the 
city could officially elect their first Town Marshal. 

Placed on the ticket for marshal were G. Caskey, 
W.P. Caley and L.L. Clark. Caskey refused the nom¬ 
ination and after elections, Caley was placed in office 
as the first official Town Marshal. 

Very little information or records could be located 
on the Police Department between 1907 to 1925. Dur¬ 
ing that period the position of city marshal was held by 
eight individuals. The marshal, from 1907 to 1915, 
Arthur M. Udell, also was Street superintendent, build¬ 
ing inspector and tax collector. 

To assist the marshal in his task, an ordinance 
was adopted in 1917 which created the office of deputy 
marshal and night watchman which brought the man¬ 
power of the Police Department to a total of two. 

In 1926, the title of city marshal was changed to 
chief of police and a third name was added to the Po¬ 
lice Department’s roster. 

The office closed and locked its doors at 5 p.m. 
and the nightman came on at 8 p.m. If at any time 
an emergency occurred during the three-hour span 
that the office was closed, the telephone operator 
would take the call and turn on the red call light which 
was located in the intersection of Baldwin and Sierra 
Madre Blvd. The red light would inform the night¬ 
man, if he was away from the office, or anyone who 
happened to see it, that an emergency was in progress 
and assistance was needed. The nightman, seeing the 
red light, would notify the operator and obtain the 
necessary information. 

Gordon McMillan, who served as chief of police 
for 35 years, was hired night watchman in 1926. The 
biggest problem for the department at that time was 
tourists. Sierra Madre was known for its hiking trails 
in the mountains. Every weekend, large groups of 
people would catch the train and trolley cars to Sierra 
Madre. From the depot, they would hike into the 
mountains with picnic lunches for an afternoon in 
the wilderness. 


In 1926, the dty departments were housed in one 
room on Kersting Ct. (where Household Bank is now 
located). Council meetings were also held in this same 
room. 

Police department facilities consisted of a rolltop 
desk near the front window, a portable steel jail cell 
in the back room and a Studebaker touring car which 
was also used for other city business. 

Since the city was growing rapidly, the Board of 
Trustees saw the need for a new and larger city hall. 
In 1928, a new city hall was built and city personnel 
moved from the one-room building on Kersting Ct. to 
the new building. Since the Police Department was 
not very large as far as personnel was concerned, they 
were given a small room located in the northeast sec¬ 
tion of the building. The only entrance to and from 
the building was through the Building Department. 
The Police Department also had use of another small 
room, a two-cell jail for male adults only. 

From the beginning of the Police Department 
until the late 195()s, the only requirements for becom¬ 
ing a police officer were to meet the approval of the 
Chief of Police and the City Council. The only train¬ 
ing and education received by earlier officers was either 
by first-hand experience or through criminal courses 
offered by the Deputy Public Defender. As the re¬ 
sponsibilities of police officers increased, the city saw 
the need to set up tests and more thorough screening 
of applicants. 

Unlike today, where the Police Department leases 
or purcha.ses two new cars every other year, the police 
unit of the ’20s was purchased with city funds and 
used until it died or needed replacement, usually with¬ 
in four years. Cars today are equipped with radio, 
shotgun, first-aid kits, fire extinguishers and many 
other safety devices. 

A motorcycle was also used at this time. The de¬ 
partment started with a Studebaker Open Touring 
car and from there went to a Buick Open Touring car, 
then a Model “A” Open Touring car, and in 1934, a 
closed Ford V-8. 

Finally in 1938, the Police Unit was installed with 
a one-way radio and broadcasts were maintained by 
the Pasadena Police Department. In 1950, the Police 
Department started leasing their units from the Mon¬ 
rovia Pontiac dealer who also handled all maintenance 
of the units. 

The Police Department grew to five men in 1938. 
They were Chief McMillan, W.D. Richards, James C. 
Heasley (who also was Fire Department Chief), Art 
Johnson III, Albert Bray and Agnes B. Tyree, who 
was the matron on call. The force now had the addi- 


iHMi.il diiiies of handling all business and dog licen.ses. 

The Police Department grew steadily alter World 
War II In 1949, the force consisted of eight men, and 
the emergency radio, KM A 302, was installed so the 
department could do its own broadcasting. In 1956, 
there were 12 men on the force and two 2-way radios 
equipped in police units. 

In 1%3, after 35 years as Chief of Police of Sierra 
Madre, McMillan turned over the department to 
lames F. Bale. 

Chief Bale was Chief of Police in Sheridan, Wyo. 
for 2'/2 years before he came to Sierra Madre. Where¬ 
as the old chief answered all phone calls, did all paper¬ 
work, maintained the files and handled just about 
everything within the department for eight hours a 
day, the new chief hired Marie Bruning, the first po¬ 
licewoman in the history of Sierra Madre Police De¬ 
partment. 

Bruning took over the task of managing all the 
office work, female prisoners and juveniles, and as¬ 
sisted the new chief with the yearly budget and pro¬ 
cedures. Along with the arrival of policewomen. Chief 
Bale organized a new work schedule and controlled 
all work and personnel on his shift. 

In 1967, Chief Bale resigned and accepted the 
Chief of Police position in Whittier, and James C. 
Zurcher came from Imperial Beach Police Depart¬ 
ment, where he held the rank of lieutenant. 

In 1971, Chief Zurcher resigned and accepted a 
Police Chief position with Palo Alto and Thomas Ken¬ 
dra was selected as the new Sierra Madre Police Chief. 
Kendra was from the Culver City Police Department 
where he was a lieutenant in charge of the juvenile 
division. 

Chief Kendra resigned in 1975 and returned to 
Culver City Police Department to assume Assistant 
Police Chief. Kedra stayed with Culver City for ap¬ 
proximately two years, then accepted the Police Chief 
position with Palm Springs. 

Council members of Sierra Madre in January 
1976, appointed l.E. “Bill” Betts to Police Chief. 
He has been in that position for nearly 16 years. 

From the beginning of the one-man Police Depart¬ 
ment back in 1907 to the current organization, the 
city has seen many changes. Today, the department 
consists of a Police Chief, four sergeants, two agents, 
seven patrol officers, four desk officers and one park¬ 
ing enforcement officer. In addition, the department 
has a force of six reserve officers who are backup 
to the regular force. The current Police Department 
is housed in a facility that was constructed in 1975, 
which is shared with the Sierra Madre Fire Depart¬ 
ment.

Downward trend in major 
crime, police more proficient 


Looking toward a hoped- 
for budget of $1,297,7% 
for the 1992-93 year. Sierra 
Madre police statistics in¬ 
dicate a successful down¬ 
ward curve in major crime, 
crimes of violence, crimes 
against property and prop¬ 
erty stolen during the 1991- 
92 year. Calls for service 
in 1991 are down to 4719 
from 1990 figures of 5084. 
All in all, the department 
is becoming more profi¬ 
cient, according to the 
stati-stics in the annual 
report of 1991. 

Broken down, the bud¬ 
get is as follows: salaries, 
$835,083; personnel ser¬ 
vices, $380,848; operations, 
$65,865; capital outlay, 
$16,000; which brings the 


total to $1,297,796, a 
pretty lean budget for 
that size of department. 

The department run by 
Chief I.E. (Bill) Betts, has 
four sergeants: Chris 
Christeasen, Wayne Bailey, 
Larry I.utz.ow and Gerald 
Skinner. 

There are seven officers, 
who include Chris Cook, 
Ixrrie DeHoff, Daniel Gin- 
ter, Lance Long, Gary 
Munstein, B.J. Schreiber 
and Wayne Shetler. 

The two agents are John 
Cordischi and Steve Ab¬ 
ernethy. Mike Cobb is 
in charge of parking en¬ 
forcement and Joanne 
Walters, code enforce¬ 
ment.

Gloria Wade (who is also 
secretary), Larry Pitkin, 
Don Smith and Julie Stor¬ 
ey. 

The six reserves, who 
are volunteers, are Ruben 
Enriquez, Jeffrey Meek, 
I.ou Mota, Joe Reyes, 
Paul Salcedo and Mitch 
Thomas. 

The two crossing guards 
employed during the school 
year are Angel Tyler and 
Debbie Naylar. 

Betts has been with the 
department for 28 years 
and as chief for 16 of 
those years.

notification by the City 
Council for his 2()th year; 
and Skinner has been here 
for 15 years. 

There are four shifts 
of duty round-the-clock 
and they include grave¬ 
yard (midnight to 8 a.m.); 
Shift two, 8 to 4; Shift 3, 
4 to midnight; and the 
relief shift, which works 
both graveyard and the 4 
p.m. to midnight shift.

Residential-type fire 
sprinklers will be required 
in all new single-family 
dwellings when an ordi¬ 
nance which the Arcadia 
City Council introduced 
last week Tuesday is 
adopted. 

In presenting his rec¬ 
ommendation, Fire Chief 
Gerald Gardner said that 
he is trying to be pro-ac¬ 
tive in promoting sprinklers 
in new homes as well as 
in buildings when addi¬ 
tions exceed 5000 square 
feet of total floor area or 
when alterations or re¬ 
pairs are made to an exist¬ 
ing building which is 5000 
square feet or larger. 

He said that when fire 
protection is built into a 
building there is no ad¬ 
ditional burden on the tax¬ 
payer. 

Residential sprinklers, 
which are designed to pro¬ 
vide life safety and to con¬ 
tain the fire until arrival 
of the fire department, 
will add approximately 
one percent to the total 
cost of new construction, 
which, it was pointed out, 
is usually less than the 
cost of carpeting. It was 
also noted that, in most 
cases, a savings in insur¬ 
ance cost will amortize 


the cost of the sprinkler 
system in approximately 
five years. 

Fire sprinklers will not 
be required in new or exist¬ 
ing commercial buildings 
less than 5000 square feet. 

Other changes in the 
Uniform Fire Code per¬ 
mit above-ground waste 
oil tanks not to exceed 
5000 gallons capacity in 
certain commercial zones 
to aid in the proper dis¬ 
posal of petroleum waste 
products and require in 
addition the payment of 
a $50 fee for special events, 
such as carnivals, fairs, 
special fireworks shows 
and to erect or operate 
a tent or other temporary 
structure requiring addi¬ 
tional fire department re¬ 
sources. Governmental 
agencies and school dis¬ 
tricts will be exempt from 
this additional fee. 

The City Council also 
adopted the city budget, 
which Mayor George 
Fasching said would be 
affected by a $2.4 million 
shortfall from the state. 

The $48,727,106 bud¬ 
get for fiscal year 1992- 
93 represents a two per¬ 
cent increase over last 
year with total revenue 
increase expected to be 
slightly over two percent. 


according to James Dale, 
finance director. How¬ 
ever, Dale said that the 
budget calls for no increase 
in services and supplies. 
He said that it was a tight 
budget and if state revenues 
fall below projected figures,
